The L'uited States Commissioners tin- 
isbed the inspection of the aection of tbe 
Central Pacitic Uailroad west uf Cisco. 
They carefully examined the prade, cul- 
verts, etc , which they pronounce twenty- 
five per cent belter conrtrucled than any 
portion of the road before accepted over 
the section. Four miles of roofiuK and 
two and a half miles additional arches 
will be built this tall. After a thorough 
examination, the Commissioners unani- 
mously recommend the Gove-nment to 
accept the road. The Commissioners then 
commenced a primary inspection of the 
road two miles east of Cisco. The cars 
are running eicht and a half miles east of 
Coburn's Station.
